LONDON (URI) — Com mu­ 
nist China m ay test a second 
nuclear device “ very shortly,” 
it was learned today. The w eap­ 
on is likely to bi1 a hydrogen 
bomb. 


The Peking regime was un­ 
derstood to be accelerating its 
nuclear weapons program, in­ 
cluding some form of delivery 
system. 


Com munist China detonated 
its first atomic device last Oc­ 
tober. Experts said the blast 
showed Peking was further ad­ 
vanced in atomic development 
than had been known. 


The nearest to an official hint 
of Peking's nuclear ambitions 
was contained in the govern­ 
mental weekly, the Peking R e­ 
view. 
It said Red China will 
“ spare no effort to scale the 
peaks in these m atters (nuclear 
weaponry) 
and catch up and 
surpass the most advanced im ­ 
perialist countries in 
modern 
science and technology.” 


In its first explosion, Red Chi­ 
na used enriched uranium in. 
stead of plutonium and some 
experts believed this c h a racter­ 
izes the phase that normally 
precedes evolution of a hydro­ 
gen type test.
